Sl’AHGANir.M DIVEKSIFOLIUM, VAU. ACAUl.E IN MaS-SACHU-SETTS.— 

In a ])relirninarv list of New England Sparganicurae (Rhodcua, ix. 
80, Mav, 1907) Sparganiiim (Iir(’r.'<if()lii(m Grael)ner, var. araule 
(Be'eby) Fcrnald & Eaincs was reported from all the New England 
statos exc«‘pt Ma.ssacluisetts and Rhode Island. laite last suminer I 
fonnd this Sparganium in Framingham, Mass. There were .several 
|)lants in a nuiddy brook in a warm, open ineadow and they were 
fruiting well. Near by in a shallow j)ool ilrained by this stream were 
nuincrous plants of the sj)ecies. None of the latt('r, however, were 
fonnd in the rnnning water, nor any of the variety in the pool and no 
interin(‘diate fornis were observed. ^^ ith the list the snggestion was 
made that this piant be songht in Central and Western Massachnsetts 
and in northwcst(‘rn Rhode Island. It now seems that, as this d\yarf 
varictv has been fonnd somewhat cast of the hili conntry and in the

mid.st of sand-))lains, it may well be watched for elsewhere in eastcrn

Salix incana at Castine, Maine.-- On Sopt. 19, 1900, 1 collected 
in Castinc, Hancock Co., Maine, a willow, which is prononnccd by 
Prof. Fcrnald to whom it has been snbmitted for identification, Salix 
incana Schrank, a Enropcan species that, according to the Cyclopedia 
of American llorticnltnre, is cnltivated by American Nunscrymen. 

The several ])lants fonnd were growing on a dry natnral bank or 
low blnff close by the sea beach. They were sjireading and ])rocum- 
bent at their liases with branchos rising to 4.5—0 dm.; leaves linear 
or narrowly lanceolate, with margins strongly revolute, and under 
snrface denselv white-tornentose.— Robert A. Ware, Boston. 
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
